completion on M cKinley avenue, has 


progressed to such a degree that a 
visit to the structure gives a very fair 


idea as to the appearance of the new 
structure on its completion. 
This is 
especially so as regards the interior 
of the building, for until the four col­ 
umns which will support the porch 
roof, and the terra cotta trimmings 
and lettering have been put In place 
at the front of the building the ex­ 
terior will present an incomplete ap­ 
pearance. 
Contractor J. C. Devine is 
expected to come here within a few 
days to set up the pillars and put in 
place the terra cotta trimmings which 
will form an important feature of the 
front of the building. 
The carpenters have nearly finish­ 
ed their work, and will be through 
within a week. 
The 
stainers 
and 
painters w ill follow them, and 
by 
April 20 the library will be practi­ 
cally done. 
The interior arrangement of the li­ 
brary is a 
convenient 
one. 
W ell 
lighted by windows on all side and a 
large central skylight of ground glass, 
the lighting facilities are enhanced by 
a complete equipment for both 
gas 
and electric lighting. 
Colonial style 
and finish is characteristic through­ 
out the building. 
The outer doors, 
oak with a facing of mahogany, swing 
outward, and admit the visitor to a 
short vestibule. 
From this a pair of 
light swinging doors open into the 
delivery room, which Is the center of 
the building. 
This is almost square, 
and is to be divided in half by a de­ 
livery desk extending entirely across 
the room and facing the door. 
Here 
books w ill be brought and deposited, 
and books issued by the librarians. 
To the rear of the deliver?’ desk is 
the private office of the librarian, en­ 
closed, nicely finished and equipped. 
To the right of the vestibule on en­ 
tering is the public lavatory. 
From 
the delivery room, which, as before 
stated, occupies 
the 
center of the 
building, open respectively to right 
and left, entrances to two reading 
rooms, both of which front on 
Mc­ 
Kinley avenue. 
These reading rooms 
are each 23x29. and the one to the 
right, on entering, is designed as the 
juvenile reading room, and that to 
the left as the reading room for 
the 
adults and general public. 
These are 
high and light, and will be equipped 
with tables, chairs, periodical racks, 
etc. 
To the rear of each of these 
rooms, though not separated by par- 
tions, is 
a 
room measuring 20x29, 
which will 
be used 
for the book­ 
shelves, the latter serving to separ­ 
ate them from the 
public reading 
rooms. One of these will be used for 
juvenile literature and the other for 
reference books and all works 
for 
adults. 
These are readily accessible 
for the librarians from the delivery 
desk in the central room. 
The finish

new road laws and their construc­ 
tion. 
Mr. Huston expects to be able 
to persuade the next general assem­ 
bly to appropriate a goodly sum for 
road building.

Courts Approve It. 


Cievelan i, March 28.—Unless the 
hig her court interferes Mrs. Caasie L. 
Chadwick will spend the g reater part 
of the nex t 10 y ears in the Ohio slate 
penitentiary . The sentence of 1» y ears 
lias been imposed upon her by Judg e 
Robert W. Tay ler in the United Slates 
district court. 
The sentence came at the c ose of a 
busy day for the court in hearing 
arg uments on a mot ton for a new trial. 
Tim motion was overruled. 
Mrs. ChaJwick was convicted on 
seven counts and sentenced upon six 
counts. 
For four of these counts a 
sentence of two y ears each was im­ 
posed. 
Upon two counts a sentence 
of one y ear each was Imposed, making 
a ro'ai sentence of 10 y ears. 
Mrs Chaiwick was not particularly 
affected 
>y Oie action of the court, as 
se •mirig !;. she had resig ned herse f to 
a ny action 'bar mig ht be taken. When 
she was toi-i that the motion for a new 
fria’ had .been refused 
she 
merely 
nodded her head as if she already 
knew, thoug h she is so hard of hear 
fng she cou.d not have known what 
words the court uttered 
M rs. Cnadwick Bewildered. 
When ordered to stand up and re 
ceive the sentence Mrs. Chadwick did 
not hear an i was assisted to her feet 
by Deputy United Stater, Marshal Clo- 
bitz. 
The court asked her if she had 
any thing to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced She looked around 
in bewilderment. She was no* certain 
what was taking place and had not 
the slig htest idea what the court said. 
She was then led forward, nearer the 
bench, and 
the 
court 
shouted the 
question 
She then understood 
“I have something to g ay .” she said, 
“but I wou l like to consult with my 
attorney s first.” ' 
“You may do so, but it must be im­ 
mediately ," the court enjoined her. 
“If y ou have any thing to say y ou must 
say it now'.” 
Mrs. Chadwick » aid there was noth­ 
ing she cared to say herself. 
Her at­ 
torney s made no appeal to the court 
and the sentence was immediately im­ 
posed, 
Judg e Tay ler made no re­ 


marks ex cept to ex plain the terms or 
the g enteivo. 
He stated that the sen­ 
tence of om* count should beg in at the 
ex piration of the one preceding It. 
Mrs. Chadwick was suffering from 
rheumatism of the left shoulder and It 
caused her much pain 
During the 
afternoon she was not in the court 
room until Judg e Tay ler passed ui>on 
the motion for a new trial. 
By g ood 
behavior Mrs. Chadwick can reduce 
her time to imprisonment to eig ht 
y ears and four months. 
E x e c ut i on of Sentence 
S us p e nde d. 
There was an understanding with 
United States Marshal Chandler, Unit­ 
ed States Attorney Sullivan and the 
court that there would be no attempt 
to ex ecute the sentence until the de­ 
fense had an opportunity to carry the 
case to the hig her court and obtain a 
suspension 
of 
the 
sentence. 
Mrs. 
Chadwick will be defended to the last 
court. 
No action will be taken by United 
States Attorney Sullivan reg arding the 
other six indictments ag ainst 
Mrs 
Chadwick in the federal court until 
the present case it disposed of 
If the 
present case and sentence is sustained 
by the last court the other cases will 
be dropped, otherwise they will be 
used ag ainst the woman. 
When seen immediately after sen­ 
tence had been pronounced Mrs. Chad- 
I wick replied to a question: 
“What 
more can the world want to know 
about me now?"

tiativ e. will now turn their attention 
to the ntxt objectiv e of the war. Vladi­ 
v ostok , .s *u» ngthened b> the Asso- 
eia'tti 
Pr« ss dispatch from Gunshu 
pa** announcing 
the w ithdraw al of 
the 
Japanese 
from 
the 
im m ediate 
from of the Russian arm y for a dis­ 
tance of 35 
miles south. 
It is realized

that this may be m ere’.) a 
blind 
to 
cov er flank ing operations; 
but it is n« u improbable that the J a p ­ 
anese. hav ing cleared Southern Man­ 
churia ot Russian troops and secured 
a

from 
whence 
expulsion 
would be a long 
and difficult process, 
ma> b* satisfied to lurid the Tie pass 
line without fu rther extension of com ­ 
munication. 
While the v oie* of the e m p eror’s 
ad­ 
v isers is for peace, if honorable term s 
are obtainabit 
the gov ernm ent, as is 
the part of wisdom, 
is going forward 
wi a all prov isions for continuance 
of 
the war. 
P reparations are reported to 
be mak ing for the mobilization of fiv e 
corps. 
It had been understood that 
the guards w ou’d be retained at St. 
Petersburg, but some of the officers 
of this crack organization believ e their 
serv ices hav e been requisitioned and 
are mak ing preparations to that end 
There has been a recrudescence of 
reports of a change in the head of the 
war office. 
It was stated in a usually 
well informed source that Lieutenant 
General 
Sak ha ruff 
will 
leav e 
v ery 
shortly and be succeeded by General 
Ridiger. now chief of the chancellory 
of the war office. 
It is also reported 
that General 
Poliv anoff will be ap­ 
pointed chief 
of 
the general staff'. 
Both I’ofiv anoff and Ridiger are of the 
younger school of generals, but hav e 
high repute as theoreticians and ad­ 
m inistrators. 
General Ridiger is the 
author of a num ber of text book s on 
tactics. 
The gov ernm ent is adv ised that Chi 
nese bandits are appearing in great 
num bers along the Siberian railroad 
and causing interference with the train 
serv ice 
The internal 
situation 
is causing 
great anxiety, though It is said that 
the "Intellectua’s" anil the educated, 
classes generally disapprov e of the 
rev olutionary spirit which is p erm eat­
